The governor also an- 
nounced' that he would declare martial 
law. All of. the troops are expected here 
thia afternoon.

the troops had to be called out, but that 
the situation in critical an'd he would not 
delay' longer.

"Men are being assaulted and killed," 


said Governor Ealston; "property is be- 
ing destroyed and there is rioting in the 


. streets, which the city authorities have 
not controlled, and I feel it is mv duty 
to take this drastic action."

The Future of iVon-Parfisanism 


Some of tHe old-school politicians in Port Wayne and 


jeteewhere appear to be not a Little shocked and manifestly 
'distressed at the discovery of a purpose to continue the 
movement for non-partisan administration of Indiana 
cities. Eshuberant over a victory just won, they profess 
to be unable to understand -why a single defeat has not ef- 
fectually killed the non-partisan propaganda for all time. 
Plainly here is another case of the wish in the role oJ 
fat-irer to the thought. Any deduction which foresees the 
elimination of independent movements because of a single 
temporary reverse is necessarily based upon the same as- 
sumption that sought to question the sincerity of non- 
partisanism during the recent municipal campaign. We 
believe trie future will supply ample and decisive refuta- 
tion of the charge that the non-partisan movement was in- 
spired by no higher motive than revenge, and that it 
sought more than the temporary triumph that defeat ol 
partisan tickets then in nomination would bring. 


. 
As_ a matter of fact, non-partisanism in Fort Wayne 


and citizens' tickets in a score of other Indiana cities this 
year were but the local manifestation of the spirit that is 
seeking modernized city government all over this land. It 
pame earliest in the effort that permitted us to get away 
from the old councilmanic plan and systematized affairs 
:to the degree that specific boards were" named to transact 
•specific business and other improvements were made by 
'special charters. Another advance step was taken when 
$ie •commission form and its modifications and develop- 
ments were adopted in some hundreds of cities. 


There is not the slightest warrant for the 'belief than 


<me or half a dozen, or a dozen reverses will serve to kill 
the movement for independent non-partisan action in city 
affairs. This must be plainly evident to any man who will 
look fairly at the situation, unblpdc'd by his personal pre- 
judices. It has behind it a ] of tier purpose than ""revenge 
which merely seeks the defeat of one candidate or set of 
candidates. It is no mere trouble-maker. It seeks to do 
that which a vast majority of people will cheei^ully admit 
pught to ge done, but they are unable to agree as to how 
it should be accomplished. 


That non-partisanism in city affairs is coming, The 


.Sentinel does not for a moment doubt. How soon it will 
rally to itself a sufficient following to carry through its 
.program of governmental reform rests, we "thank, more 
largely with those entrusted with the management of par- 
tisan government than with any action of those who have 
already espoused the cause of non-partisanism. The best 
possible type of partisan rule will ten4 to delay the change, 
just as inefficiency and partisan narrowness will serve to 
hasten it, because there is finally' a limit to popular pa- 
tience. It is too early to forecast with any degree of ac- 
curacy either the strength or the alignment of the non- 
partisan movement in Fort Wayne four years hence. In- 
tervening developments will very largely determine those 
matters. But that the growing independence of party in 
city voting will make itself manifest in that form or some 
other designed to the same beneficent end, we have no 
doubt. The principle is too well-grounded to be uprooted 
by a single reverse.
